Average agriculture nro- 
ductivxty here xs so incredibly low and the opportunity for ‘ 
increased irrigation and effective extension work so great that 
vie goal ox iood self-sufficiency is wholly oractical and 
attainable. *

i increasing pressure by the Communists throughout jSsia.
